Miss,  abortion  law  hearing  coming  soon? 


WASHINGTON  (BP  and  lo¬ 
cal  reports)  -  The  fate  of  mul¬ 
tiple  abortion  clinics,  including 
the  only  abortion  facility  left 
in  Mississippi,  awaits  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court. 

The  high  court  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  decide  this  term, 
vrtiich  opened  Oct.  5,  whether 
state  governments  may  enact 
rules  that  result  in  shutting 
down  most  abortion  clinics  or 
even  the  only  one  remaining  in 
the  state.  An  affirmative  ruling 
would  mean  Jackson  Women’s 
Health  Organization  on  North 
State  Street  in  Jackson  would 
be  required  to  meet  state  rules 
or  shut  down. 

However,  there  would  still  be 
a  number  of  storefront  outlets 
and  dinks  across  the  state  that 
will  continue  to  refer  women  for 
out-of-state  abortions. 

The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has 


view  rulings  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  in  New  Orleans 
on  abortion  regulations  enacted 
by  Mississippi  and  Texas,  but 
the  uncertainty  is  expected  to 
end  soon.  The  high  court  is 
likely  to  make  a  decision  about 
whether  to  accept  appeals  of  the 
lower-court  decisions  during 
its  conference  Nov.  6,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  anti-abortion  Alliance 
Defending  Freedom  (ADF)  in 
Scottsdale,  Ax.

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It  is  the  time  of  year  when  bitterweeds 
and  goldenrods  seem  to  be  at  their 
glorious  peak.  I  passed  by  a  field  the 
other  day  and  it  looked  like  someone 
had  planted  bitterweeds  all  across  their 
pasture.  1  seriously  doubt  that  they  had, 
but  they  sure  had  a  crop.  If  it  was  a  cash 
crop,  they  would  be  sitting  pretty.  Ihe 
problem  is  there's  net  a  need  for  bit¬ 
terness  or  bitterweeds.  I  remember  as 
a  youngster  hearing  people  talk  about 
the  bitterweeds  and  their  efforts  to  keep 
the  cows  away  from  the  bitterweeds, 
because  it  made  for  bitter  milk.  If  you’ve 
never  taken  a  big  gulp  of  mitt  tainted 
with  that  bitterness,  you  have  missed 
one  of  life 's  treats  and  for  that  you  can 
be  thankful. 

As  a  youngster  I  remember  my 
parents  bought  mitt  from  a  family  in 
our  church  that  had  several  cows  and 
sold  milk  to  the  neighbors.  I  do  not 
remember  it  ever  being  anything  but 
good  until  one  morning  we  sat  down  to 
breakfast  and  almost  simultaneously 
several  of  us  took  a  gulp  of  milk  only  to 
respond  with  a  gag.  What  in  the  world 
was  wrong  with  the  milk?  Well,  the 
milk  was  bitter  because  the  cow  had 
only  passed  on  what  she  had  taken  in. 
The  people  from  whom  we  had  gotten 
the  milk  were  so  apologetic  for  they 
had  discovered  the  same  thing  as  they 
drank  their  own  milk.  Furthermore, 
they  had  already  done  an  investigation 
and  found  the  source  of  the  tainted,  bit¬ 
ter  milk.  One  cow  had  gotten  out  of  the 
pasture  into  a  neighbor’*  pasture  that 
was  filled  with  bitterweeds.  Apparently, 
she  had  eaten  her  fill  and  when  they 
milked  their  other  few  cows  all  of  it 
went  into  the  same  vat  which  ruined  all 
the  milk  for  everyone.  It  was  the  only 
time  I  ever  tasted  any  mitt  laced  with 
bitterweeds,  but  amazingly  until  this 
day  1  remember  the  taste.  Occasionally 
when  T  drink  some  milk,  before  I  gulp,  it 
down  I  think  about  that  moment  and  I 
take  a  sip  before  I  take  a  gulp. 

1  do  not  know  if  they  have bitterweeds 
in  the  Holy  Land,  but  I  know  this  — 
the  writers  of  Scripture  and  the  Lord 
himself  knew  a  great  deal  about  bitter¬

ness.  Water  that  was  bitter.  People  that 
were  bitter.  It’s  found  evwywhere.  In 
the  midst  of  Job's  difficulties,  he  said, 
'My  soul  is  weary  of  my  life;  I  will  leave 
my  complaint  upon  myself;  I  will  speak 
in  the  bitterness  of  my  soul’  (Job  io;i). 
Like  Job,  you  may  feel  like  doing  the 
same  thing. 

The  writer  of  Proverbs  describes  the 
difficulties  that  parents  have  in  raising 
children,  and  in  speaking  of  a  difficult 
son  said,  ‘A  foolish  son  is  a  grief  to 
bis  father,  and  bitterness  to  her  that 
bare  him’  (Prov.  »7:25).  Children  are 
a  blessing  but  at  times  they,  like  we 
when  we  were  kids,  can  be  of  bitter¬ 
ness  to  the  parents. 

The  Apostle  Paul  writes  to  all  of  us 
and  says,  ‘Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath 
and  anger,  and  clamour,  and  evil  speak¬ 
ing,  be  put  a way  from  you,  with  all  msl- 
ice*  (Eph .  4:31).  Obviously,  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian's  life  and  the  chnrch  as  a  whole, 
bitterness  is  a  destructive  and  harmful 
thing.  It  is  in  that  significant  passage  of 
Hebrews  12:1s  that  the  Scripture  says, 
"Looking  diligentiv  lest  any  man  fail  of 
the  grace  of  God;  Wet  any  root  of  bit¬ 
terness  springing  up  trouble  you,  and 
thereby  many  be  defiled.’  It  seems  that 
bitterweeds  can  speak  volumes  to  those 
of  us  who  know  the  Lord  and  seek  to 
serve  in  His  Kingdom.  Three  significant 


things  come  out  of  the  bitter  milk  that  1 
once  drank. 

One,  it  is  larger  than  just  the 
one  who  got  bitter.  It  was  one  cow 
that  got  in  the  wrong  pasture  but  all 
of  the  cows  who  were  giving  good  milk 
were  tainted  by  the  one,  for  it  was  all 
in  the  same  vat.  Isn't  it  amazing  bow  in 
a  congregation  of  too  or  1.000,  one  or 
two  or  three  people  can  develop  such 
a  bitterness  of  spirit  that  everyone  is 
affected,  hurt,  and  can  taste  the  bitter¬ 
ness  in  tbeir  own  souls?  The  fact  is  sour 
people,  sour  people.  Generally  speak¬ 
ing,  the  sourness  just  gets  spread  in  an 
ever-enlarging  circle.  A  dear,  okl,  wise 
pastor  friend  of  mine  years  ago  was 
talking  about  a  church  that  was  having 
some  difficulties  and  he  said,  ’Jim,  you 
need  to  remember  this.  The  more  you 
stir  a  stink,  the  stinkener  it  gets.’

Gallons  of  milk  have  been  con¬ 
sumed  but  I  still  remember,  think  about. 


and  wonder  whether  the  next  taste  of 
milk  is  going  to  be  bitter.  I’ve  known  of 
people  who  have  gone  through  a  bitter 
experience  in  life  and  never  gotten  over 
it  I’ve  known  of  people  in  church  who 
tasted  the  bitterness  of  wrong  decisions 
or  wrong  actions  or  wrong  treatment, 
only  to  face  decades  of  living  with  the 
bitterness.  They  may  even  withdraw 
from  fellowship  ana  participation,  even 
stop  attending  worship  services,  because 
the  bitterness  they  tasted  many  years 
ago  has  been  allowed  to  control  tbeir 
lives  into  the  present  It  lingers  for  a 
long  time. 

The  third  thing  1  would  sug¬ 
gest  to  you  is  that  it  can  be  fitted 
taken  away,  cleansed,  cured,  and 
removed.  The  cow  that  caused  all  the 
problems  with  the  bitterweed  was  kept 
in  a  good  pasture  with  lush  green  {pass 
until  all  the  process  of  passing  on  the 
bitterness  was  gone,  in  the  meantime, 
the  other  cows  could  go  on  producing 
healthy,  wholesome  milk,  and  later  the 
offending  cow  was  able  to  rejoin  the  herd. 

Please  do  not  interpret  this  narrative 
to  suggest  that  I’m  catling  you  or  me  an 
old  cow  or  an  old  bull.  The  truth  is  that 
probably  all  of  us  have  known  bitterness 
in  our  lives.  It  may  have  come  to  us  from 
others  or  we  may  nave  been  the  one  who 
was  distributing  it.  Either  way  or  in  any 
way,  it  doesn’t  need  to  be  a  part  of  our 
lives.  It  is  true  from  a  spiritual  stand¬ 
point  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  be 
a  blessing  while  you  live  in  the  bitter¬ 
ness  mode.  In  fact,  it  is  hard  to  ever  be 
blessed  by  God  if  you're  not  willing  to 
allow  Him  to  deal  with  the  bitterness  in 
you  and  remove  it. 

You  do  not  need  to  be  bitter.  You 
need  to  let  God  bring  you  into  blessings. 
You  do  not  need  to  spread  bitterness 
because  as  yon  do,  you  will  eventually 
become  the  recipient  of  your  own  bitter¬ 
ness.  Turn  from  it  Look  to  God.  Leave 
it  with  Him.  Look  forward  to  opportuni¬ 
ties,  ways,  and  godly  direction  so  that 
you  can  be  a  blessing.

privileges  at  a  nearby  hospital 
in  case  a  woman  needs  emer¬ 
gency  hospitalization.  The  Tex¬ 
as  law  has  the  same  type  of  re¬ 
quirement  for  abortion  doctors 
but  also  mandates  abortion 
clinics  must  meet  the  health 
and  safety  standards  of  other 
walk-in  surgical  centers.  That 
law  would  reduce  the  num¬ 
ber  of  abortion  facilities  in  the 
state  from  what  had  been  about 
40  to  fewer  than  to. 

The  Fifth  Circuit  Court 
agreed  with  federal  district 
judge  Daniel  P.  Jordan  in  Jack- 
son,  who  ruled  in  2012  that 
Mississippi's  law  constituted 
an  ‘undue  burden"  on  a  wom¬ 
an's  access  to  abortion  because 
the  last  clinic  in  the  state  would 
have  to  close.  The  appeals 
court,  however,  upheld  the 
Texas  law.  The  Supreme  Court 
blocked  implementation  of  the 
Texas  law  while  the  appeal  pro¬ 
cess  continues. 

The  high  court  established 
the  "undue  burden"  stan¬ 
dard  on  abortion  in  its  1993 
Planned  Parenthood  v.  Casey 
opinion,  which  permitted 
state  regulations  if  they  did 
not  encumber  women  exces¬ 
sively.  That  ruling  also  reaf¬ 
firmed  the  1973  Roe  v.  Wade 
decision,  which  legalized 
abortion  nationwide. 

The  ADFs  Aden  said  ques¬ 
tions  in  the  Mississippi  case 
include:  "Is  it  an  automatic 
undue  burden  in  violation 
of  Casey  for  a  state  to  apply 
health  and  safety  regulations 
that  leave  no  clinic  standing? 
Or  can  Mississippi  rely  on  the 
availability  of  nearby  abortion 
facilities  across  state  lines,  like 
in  Memphis;  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.; 
New  Orleans;  and  say  that 
women  can  access  it  there?"
